City Library 
Operating 
At Capacity 


Menlo Park’s library is per- 
ating at or close to capacity in 
terms of circulation of books, 
considering the number of 
books available. 

This conclusion was reached 
this week by Librarian Phil 
Morales, who said yesterday 
that circulation had increased 
17 per cent in July, August and 
September of 1961, as compar- 
ed with the same months of 
1960. 


And, he added, if figures for 
the first three months of the 
current fiscal year are project- 
ed, the library will circulate 
well over 250,000 volumes dur- 
ing the twelvemonth. 

That, he said, amounts to 
a circulation of 10 books a 
year for every man, woman 
and child in the town. 

Number of library card hold- 
ers also is growing, Morales 
continued. It’s up 10 per cent 
from last year. 

Menlo Park’s library was op- 
ened in 1957 and almost imme- 
diately showed signs of near- 
ing capacity use. 

“The only reason we are able 
to operate as well as we are is 
because of the number of books 
in circulation at all times,” 
Morales remarks. “If they were 
all brought in at once, we’d 
have books all over the place.” 

The combined city-county 
bookstock at the library is 
more than 34,000 books; the ca- 
pacity of the building itself is 
only 30,000. books. 

During July, August and Sep- 
tember of 1961 the library cir- 
culated 70,367 volumes.

Driv- 
ing out of town in the indicated 
direction, we passed laden 
pony-carts and gaily dressed 
cyclists heading into Galway.

MISSED TURN 

Along winding, stone-walled 
roads, we went over a low range 
of hills, past a ruined castle 
keep, mark of bygone. tribal 
warfare in that area.

We knew the ruins of Menlo 
Castle and the village we 
sought must lie to our left, the 
direction of Lough Corrib and 
the river.

We knew we must have miss- 
ed a turning, so we started back 
the other way, carefully watch- 
ing for a break in the walls and 
a road off to the west. 

At last we found a side- 
road we had missed on our 
way from town. Turning into 
it, we followed its twisting, 
one-lane-wide course into the 
hilis. Several times we came 
to forks and tossed a mental 
coin to determine which one 
to follow. 

Suddenly, on our left, we 
saw a small ruin, a gate and a 
watchtower. 

We stopped and got our for 
a closer look. A_shawl-draped 
Irish matron emerged from the 
lane running through the gate, 
and we asked if we were near 
Menlo. She nodded with a 
smile. 

“This is Menlo?” we inquired. 

She nodded again. 

“Is that Menlo Castle?” 

Another nod. 

A short walk down the lane 

past the gatehouse—and seyer- 

a unimpressed cows—brought 
28 to the ruins of the castle. 
it must have been a magnifi- 
cent fortified residence in its 
day. On the other side of it 
flowed the waters of the River 
Corrib. 

Back at the road, we rounded 
a turn of the stone wall and 
saw a cluster of neat, white.

Menlough—Small and Humble 
—A Good Place to Be Named After 


This week, Recorder publisher C. A. (Cab) Burley 
returned, after viewing the birthplace of our town’s found- 
ers in County Galway, Eire. 

It was fitting, we think, that he found that Menlo, 
County Galway, was an humble place; a collection of 
cottages beside the River Corrib 

There’s nothing discreditable in being a small hamlet, 
with a stable population — Ireland is full of these.

Rather, we should take occasion to pause and reflect 
that Dennis Oliver and D. C. McGlynn —the “founding 
farmers” who named this town — were men of rare vision, 
who combined love of their homeland with hope for the 
future when they named this place “Menlo Park.” 

And also, it is just and proper to recognize and pay 
reverence to humble origins, such as those to which we 
owe the name of the community in which we reside today. 


Two-Purpose Building 
Might Aid Shelter Program 


On the local as well as the national level, the problem 
of constructing fall-out shelters is getting more and more 
attention and sooner or later the public agencies are going 
to get involved. 

Without getting into details of which agency should 
construct such hide-aways or philosophizing about how 
useful such structures might be in the event of a nuclear 
attack, it might be pointed out that a constructive approach 
to the problem would be to consider what other things fall- 
out shelters could be used for. 

San Francisco, for instance, has in recent years built 
a number of underground garages and an underground 
exhibit hall. These may or may not provide proper shield- 
ing from the by-products of nuclear fusion and fission but 
if they had been built with a shelter function in mind, 
they could be adapted in relatively short order. 

Whether or not Menlo Park has any building projects 
ahead of it which would benefit by underground construc- 
tion which would be useful even without an atomic holo- 
caust hasn't yet been given much serious thought. 

Meantime, Stanford Research Institute has shown the 
way by building a basement which is useful now as office 
space, but which in case. of an emergency could shelter 
its staff. 

This approach probably is the one which should be 
encouraged, among builders of private 
buildings.

Provides Opportunities 


Sunday afternoon, a group of apartments, designed 
especially for older people, will be dedicated in Menlo 
Park. 

Sponsored by the Peninsula Volunteers, a women’s 
service organization, the apartments represent a milestone 
in development of special facilities to mect the needs of a 
growing and important segment of the population — those 
who have reached an age where their needs have changed 
fron’ those requiring a large family home, to something a 
little simpler. 

The apartments represent something else, too. They 
are a concrete example of how red tape can be cut and 
how the community and a service organization can work 
together to accomplish positive good. 


The people who reside in them may be older than 
most of the population and they may, in fact, be retired 
after long and useful business or home-making careers. 

Beyond that, though, they're still members of the com- 
munity and they can be expected to play an ever more 
important role in its affairs. 


“Retirement housing for the aged” doesn’t sound very 
glamorous to us. We'd prefer to call it “opportunity hous- 
ing for the experienced,” for that, in fact, is what it is. 

Designed to require minimum maintenance on the part 
of tenants and situated close to the center of things the 
PV’s apartments provide many opportunities. 

It is not likely that the residents there are going to 
withdraw from the rest of the world and it would be an 
abuse of a valuable community resource, if the rest of us 
were to regard them as being on the shelf, somehow.

What Is Jasper Ridge? 


Last week, representatives 
of Stanford University indicat- 
ed they’d protest an Army 
Corps of Engineers’ proposal 
to build a large dam on San 
Francisquito Creek ‘‘with vig- 
or.” 

They were prompily joined 
in their opposition to the pro- 
posed dam and 540-acre water 
impoundment area behind it by 
the city of Menlo Park and, a 
spokesman of the University 
told the Recorder, they’re apt 
to be joined by noted biologists 
from throughout the nation in 
their protests, too. 

Reason for this is that the 
preposed lake would seasonally 
back up enough water to dam- 
age Stanford’s Jasper Ridge bi- 
ologieal reserve, which for 
more than 60 years has served 
as an outdoor laboratory for 
natural science students. 

Residents of the area have 
for many years regarded the 
area as a semi-public park and 
this has led to some misunder- 
standings between the Univer- 
sity and its neighbors. 

“With the growing popula- 
tion of the area, we’ve had to 
restrict hikers and riders in 
the area,” the spokesman ex- 
ained, “because of the possi- 
ty of damage to the area’s 
plant and animal life. 

“They don't like it and pro- 
test to the University. 

“But after all, Jasper Ridge 
is a research area and we want 
to maintain it that way.” 

For what it’s worth, then, 
here’s a description of the area 
and its us as published by 
the University: 

VALUE AND PURPOSE 

The Jasper Ridge Biographi- 
cal. Experimental Area is a re 
search and teaching facility of 
the Department of Biological 
Sciences. It provides a protect- 
ed and relatively undisturbed 
area for conducting experi- 
ments and making observations 
on organisms under natural 
conditions. It functions as an 
outdoor laboratory in which bi 
ologists can pursue long-range 
research programs without fear 
of having their work destroyed 
by development, grazing, pesti- 
cide treatment, and the like. 
Yhe area is also an indispensa- 
ble teaching aid, used exten- 
sively for class field trips and 
in the research training of 
graduate students. In addition, 
it is an important source of liv- 
ing organisms for laboratory 
study. 

In an era of great population 
increase and land development 
in the Bay Region, the experi- 
mental area will remain one 
location in which a sample of 
the natural topography and bi- 
ota of the San Francisco Pen- 
insula will be preserved. It is 
difficult to overestimate the 
scientific, educational, esthetic 
and historical value of this re- 
servation. 

HISTORICAL SKETCH 

From the very first quarter 
that Stanford University open- 
ed its doors to students, mem- 
bers of. the faculty engaged in 
biological research and instrue- 
tion drew on the resources of 
Jasper Ridge for material. Pro- 
fessor William Russel Dudley 
regularly conducted field 
dies of the rich native flo 
there, leading classes of five 
to fifteen students across the 
rolling hills to its steep slopes 
where the plants associated 
with the Coast Redwood im- 
pinged on the area occupied by 
the plants of the oak and grass- 
land association. President Da- 
vid Starr Jordan collected fish- 
es from the pools in San Fran- 
cisquito Creek some specimens 
of which are in the icthyologi- 
eal collections of Stanford Uni- 


versity. Dr. Douglas Houghton 
Campbell frequently walked to 
the steeper slopes to collect liv- 
erworts and mosses to use in 
classroom instruction and in 
his personal research studies. 
A number of the figures pub- 
lished in his textbooks and pa- 
pers were drawn from material 
so collected on the Stanford 
land, and some of these fig- 
ures are still reproduced in 
modern texts. 


As one generation of biolo- 
gists succeeded another, the 
Jasper Ridge area and Sears- 
ville Lake remained a steady 
source of a variety of plant and 


animal material. McMurphy, 
Price, Gilbert, Abrams, Kel- 
logg, Peirce, Doane, Snyder, 


Herre, and Rich all utilized 
this reservoir of native species, 
and scores of students at all 
levels of academic achievement. 
visited this natural laboratory 
to become acquainted with or- 
ganisms as they live, reproduce 
and die in an area relatively un- 
spoiled by human interference. 

From near the beginning of 
the University’s academie life, 
visiting biologists utilized the 
Jasper Ridge-Searsville Lake 
area to carry on research indi- 
rectly associated with training 
of Stanford students. Marshall 
Howe intensively studied the 
liverworts and distributed im- 
portant sets of hepatics and 
mosses from the area to botan- 
ical institutions and to univer- 
sity herbaria scattered 
throughout the United States 
and Europe. W. S. Cooper 
spent several months making 
a detailed study of the ecologi- 
cal factors and interrelations 
existing within the chaparral 
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portion of Jasper Ridge and 
both within and 


other areas 
outside the 
sent holdin 
come a classic, and the Jasper 
Ridge chaparral has been re- 
examined several times by in- 
vestigators wishing to compare 
the changes brought about 
chiefly by time with those ef- 
fected by direct intervention 
by man and his domestic ani- 
mals on other brushy cover 
nearby and at various distances 
from this “type locality.” These 
comparative studies through 
the ensuing years were possi- 
ble only because Stanford Uni- 
versity has conscientiously 
guarded the area. 

Numerous additional exam- 
ples could be recounted, but 
the above suffice to show that 
this assemblage of native ani- 
mals and plants has been uti- 
lized continuously since Stan- 
ford University’s earliest days. 
It might be mentioned that 
some 85 Master’s theses and 
Phd.D. dissertations have been 
based, in whole or in part, on 
the area and its native organ- 
isms. Thus, both the land as- 
semblages and the lake biota 
have been the basis of publish- 
ed reports of considerable sig- 
nificance, and these areas will 
continue to be checked and re- 
investigated from time to time 
as the conditions in the sur- 
rounding country change. We 
do not yet know what effect the 
increase in artificially produc- 
ed solids in the air will have on 
the plants and animals of the 
San Francisco Bay region. In 
the Jasper Ridge-Searsville ar- 
ea exists a biological commuin- 
ity in which other influences 
will be af a minimum, and per- 
haps valuable information 
about the thresholds of toler- 
ance to smog may be obtained 
here. The recorded observa- 
tions made prior to the chang- 
es present us with a reliable 
yardstick for measuring fu- 
ture modifications in the natur- 
al environment. 


DESCRIPTION OF. AREA 

The 735-acre experimental 
area now supports a unique as- 
semblage of serpentine out- 
crops, sandstone ledges and 
outcrops, open geassland, oak 
savannah, chaparral, stream- 
bank broad-leaved forest, red- 
wood forest, freshwater marsh- 
Jand, intermittent streams, per- 
manent pools. and a freshwater 
lake in close association with 
one another. It is extraordinary 
to have so many different types 
of vegetation and their associ- 
ated animal forms concentrat- 
ed within such a small area, 
but it is ideal for the purposes 
of a diversified department of 
biology. 

There is a peculiar and dis- 
tinctive assemblage of plants 
that are able to tolerate the 
moderately toxic condition of 
the soil formed over serpen- 
tine ground rock occupying the 
major portion of the highest 
part of the ridge. There is en- 
ough serpentine present to 
make this adaption of the 
plants to a peculiar pedologi- 
cal condition apparent, but not 
enough to seriously affect the 
major vegetation cover of the 
whole ridge. Associated with 
the serpentine outcrops is a 
population of Euphydryas edi- 
tha, a butterfly with character- 
istics which make it a valuable 
tool for studies of the dynamics 
and genetics of populations. 

Toward the southeastern, end 
of the ridge is an excellent 
stand of Buckeye, Aesculus 
californica, which annually fur- 
nishes a reliable source of 
branches, leaves, and fruits to 
important exercises in the Gen- 
eral Biology course. Nearby,in 
more shaded areas, are stands 
of the Leatherwood, Dirca oc- 
cidentalis, a rare plant in most 
of California. In the «open 
grassland near the top of the 
ridge and extending partially 
down the flanks are remarka- 
ble carpets of Linanthus and 
partially intermingled with it 
is another assemblage of sever- 
al species of Orthocarpus. In- 
trogression among the species 
within each of these two gen- 
era occurs and constitutes an 
extremely imyortant subject 
for careful research by an ex- 
perienced investigator of evol~ 
utionary problems. 

Associated with each of the 
vegetational types of cover are 
characteristic animal popula- 
tions which often present prob- 
lems ‘fully as intriguing as 
those offered by the plants. 
CURRENT USAGE 

The Jasper Ridge area con- 
tinues to be used by the staff of 
the Stanford Department of Bi- 
olegical Sciences and other 
Bay Area scientists for studies 
such as are described in the 
preceding historical sketch. In 
addition, two major research 
programs, supported by funds 
from Federal granting agen- 
cies, are now being carried out 
in the area. One is an epidem- 
ological study of myxomatosis 
in the rabbit population, and 
the other a study of the popu- 
lation dynamics, genetics, and 
behavior of the butterfly, Eu- 
phydryas editha. At present, 
many courses in the Depart- 
ment of Biological Sciences 
draw on the plant and animal 

naterial native to the area. 

PROJECTED USAGE 

A growing awareness among 
biologists of the importance 
of environmental studies 
makes it clear that the research 
utilization of the Jasper Ridge 
facility will continue to  in- 
crease. The need for areas in 
which the more rigorous meth- 
ods of the laboratory can be 
applied to the study of organ- 
isms under natural conditions

So many of the wells of this 
district and the Santa Clara 
Valley have gone dry or be- 
come impregnated wtih salt wa- 
ter from the bay because of the 
lowered water level, that the 
situation has become tragic and 
something must be done to stop 
the pumping to supply water 
for the cities and districts of 
this section. 

The only way to accomplish 
this is to guarantee the Hetch-

quantity of water so as to get 
it at a low price. It is stated 
that a rate as low as 10 cents 
can be optained for the quan- 
tity of water that can easily be 
guaranteed from this section. 

Several very large users of 
water have agreed to take 
Hetch Hetchy water if it can 
be obtained at the above rate.

Su- 
pervisor James V. Fitzgerald 
of San Bruno thought the 
county had better places to 
spend its money and voted no. 


There are indications that 
the mortgage holders’ will 
fight the purchase by the 


county, seeing for themselves 
a much greater profit if the 
land can be sold for industrial 
use. 

In the meantime the board 
is not forgetting other import- 
ant projects. 

Primary purpose behind 
the board’s action was to 
prevent this from happen- 
ing. The county needs a Bay 
side airport and if it lost 
this site undoubtedly it 
would be looking for an- 
other site—at a much higher 
price—in the next few years. 


Many counties, including 
Santa Clara, are now having a 
similar situation. But if the 
worst does happen the county 
can always sell the land ‘and 
probably at a good profit. In 
the meantime, the airport is 
expected to more than pay its 
own way. The county budget 
now has about $250,000 in the 
land acquisition fund and will 
have to come up with the bal- 
ance of about $65,000 from 
somewhere. But it will be 
found, have no doubt.

In MP Schools 
Took Pay Cuts’ 


Of the 22 experienced teach- 
ers new to the Menlo Park 
School District this year, an 
unprecedented 64 per cent 
took a reduction in pay on 
coming to Menlo Park. 


So reported Superintendent 
Franklyn O. White recently, 
before the school district’s 
board of trustees. 

In all, he said, 
hired a total of 25 new teach- 
ers, including three new to the 
profession who did their stu- 
dent teaching here last year. 
Besides these, five teachers 
previously employed by the 
district returned here. 

Of the new teachers 32 per 
cent had master’s degrees or 
had done post-graduate work 
beyond that and 66 per cent of 
the teachers had “academic” 
majors or minors, White re- 
ported. 

The district has been seek- 
ing teachers with academic 
backgrounds, as well as good 
education in teaching. 

Hearing the report, Board 
Chairman Elwood Williams 
noted that the district start 
teachers at the state minimum, 
but grants raises on the basis 
of academic achievement. 

Salaries for new _ teachers 
range from $4650 for begin- 
ners to $7450 for the most ex- 
perienced, with a median of 
$5550, White said.
